M a n ila , Jan. 7 .—A disp atch to The 
ludyp eudencia from Malolos, the seat 
of th e so-called Filip ino government, 
said th e governors of all the p rovinces 
of Luzon had assembled at Malolos for 
the p urp ose of offering their lives and 
p rop erty in adnesiou to tne p olicy of 
the p resident and government. Con­ 
tinuing the disp atch said: 
“They say they fonght only for the 
indep endence of the iilip lnos and are 
now unwilling to surrender to stran­ 
gers.” 
Commenting up on President McKin­ 
ley's p roclamation to the ElUp inos, is- 
ined on Wednesday by Major Geswral 
Ctis, The Indep eodeuoui, which 
is a 
native p ap er, said the p roblem 
p re­ 
sented was moat grave. 


It ad mitten m at mere were only two 
solutions p ossible, numely, the Ameri­ 
cans’ abandonment 
their annexation 
p olicy, claiming that the p eop le here 
were not desirous of absorp tion into 
their niitioiiaiity, or a p rolonged and 
bloody war. it cited the examp le of 
the “ noble p atriots of Iloilo defying 
licnerul Miller,” exp ressed hop e for a 
p acific termination of the crisis, but 
hinted of trouble.

Salisbury Promised Co-Opera­ 
tion With the Czar. 


FAVORABLE TO THE CONFERENCE. 


He Promhied R epresentation—If the D is­ 
arm am ent IMan SurceedH, it Wan F elt 
That tlie Czur W ill H av e Earned the 


G ratitude of th e W orld. 


L o ndo n , Jan. 7.—The rep ly of Lord 
Salisbury to the p rop osal of Emp eror 
Nicholas for a disarmament conference 
of the p owers, which was p ublii-hed, 
p romised the cordial co-op eration of the 
British government and ask ed for an 
indication of the heads of the discus­ 
sion at the conference. 
Ho went on to say: “ This symp athy 
is not confined to the government, but 
is equally shared by xiop ular op inion, 
which has been strik ingly aianil'esied 
by the numerous resolutions adop ted by 
p ublic meetings and societies. There 
are, indeed, few nations, if any, which, 
both on grounds of feeling and interest, 
are more concerned in the maintenance 
et general p eace tnaii Great Britain. 
The statements which constitute the 
grounds of the emp eror’s p rop osal are 
but too well justified, 
“ It is unfortunately true that, whilo 
a desire for the maintenance of p eace is 
gen (Tally p rofessed and while m fact 
serious and successful efforts on more 
than one recent ot'casiou have been 
maiie with that object oy the great 
p owers, there has been a constant 
tendency on the p art of almost every 
nation to increase its armed force and 
add to the already vast exp enditure ou 
the ap nliauces ot war. 
“ Tlie p erfection of the instrum enti 
thus brought into use, their extreme 
costliness and the horrible carnage and 
destruction which would ensue from 
their emp loyment on a large scale have 
acted, no doubt, as a serious determent 
from war, but the burden imp osed by 
this p rocess on the p op ulations effected 
must, if p rolonged, p roduce a feeling of 
unrest and discontent, menacing to 
both internal and external tranquility. 
“ Her 
majesty’s 
government 
will 
gladly co-op erate with the p rop osed ef­ 
fort to p rovide a remedy for the evil; 
and if iu any degree it succeeds, they 
feel that the sovereign to whose sug­ 
gestion it is due will have richly earned 
the gratitude of the world at large.” 
Lord Salisbury then p roiiiisos that a 
delegate and rep resentative will tak e 
p art iu the p rop osed conference when­ 
ever tlio invitation is received and ex­ 
p resses the hop e that the invitation may 
be accomp anied by some indication of 
the sp ecial p oints to which the atten­ 
tion of the conference is to be directed, 
as a guide in the selection of the British 
rep restutative and his assistants.

THE 
FISHERIES 
DISPUTE. 


L ondon, Jan. 7.—The reply of Lord 
Salisbury to the proposal of Emperor 
Nicholas for a disarmament conference 
of the powers, which was published, 
promised the cordial co-operation of the 
British government and asked for an 
indication of the heads of the discus­ 
sion at the conference. 
He went on to say: “ This sympathy 
is not confined to the government, but 
is equally shared by popular opinion, 
which has beeu strikingly manifested 
by the numerous resolutions adopted by 
public meetings and societies. There 
are, indeed, few nations, if any, which, 
both on grounds of feeling and interest, 
are more concerned in the maintenance 
et general peace tnau Great Britain. 
The statements which constitute the 
grounds of tile emperor’s proposal are 
but too well justified. 
“It is unfortunately true that, whilo 
a desire for tho maintenance of peace is 
generally professed and while in fact 
serious arni successful efforts on more 
than one recent occasion have beeu 
made with that object by the great 
powers, there has been a constant 
tendency on the part of almost every 
nation to increase its armed force and 
add to the already vast expenditure ou 
the appliauoes of war. 
“ Tile perfection of the instruments 
thus brought into use, their extreme 
costliness and the horrible carnage and 
destruction which would ensue from 
their employment on a large scale have 
acted, no doubt, as a serious determent 
from war, but the burden imposed by 
this process on the populations effected 
must, if prolonged, produce a feeling of 
unrest aud discontent, menacing to 
both internal and external tranquility. 
“ Her 
majesty’s 
government 
will 
gladly co-operate with the proposed ef­ 
fort to provide a remedy for the evil; 
aud if in any dogree it succeeds, they 
feel that the sovereign to whose sug­ 
gestion it is due will have richly earned 
the gratitude of the world at large.” 
Lord Salisbury then promises that a 
delegate and representative will take 
part iu the proposed conference when­ 
ever the invitation is received aud ex­ 
presses the hope that the invitation may 
be accompanied by some indication of 
the special points to which the atten­ 
tion of the conference is to be directed, 
as a guide in the selection of the British 
representative and his assistants.

from others. Error, lie said, was harm­ 
less when reason and argume nt were 
free. He spoke of equAlity of men aud 
combated the idea that "the seller of 
products was better than tho producer.

THE FISHERIES DISPUTE. 


L ondon, Jan. 7.—The reply of Lord 
Salisbury to the proposal of Emperor 
Nicholas for a disarmament conference 
of the powers, which was published, 
promised the cordial co-operation of the 
British government and asked for an 
indication of the heads of the discus­ 
sion at the conference. 
He went on to say: “ This sympathy 
is not confined to the government, but 
is equally shared by popular opinion, 
which has been strikingly manifested 
by the numerous resolutions adopted by 
public meetings and societies. There 
are, indeed, few nations, if any, which, 
both on grounds of feeling and interest, 
are more concerned iii the maintenance 
et general peace tnan Great Britain. 
The statements which constitute tho 
grounds of the emperor’s proposal are 
but too well justified. 
“It is unfortunately true that, whilo 
a desire for the maintenance of peace is 
generally professed and while in fact 
serious and successful efforts on more 
thuu one recent occasion have been 
made with that object by the great 
powers, there has been a constant 
tendency on the part of almost every 
nation to increase its armed foroe and 
add to the already vast expenditure on 
the appliances of war. 
“ The perfection of the instruments 
thus brought into use, their extreme 
costliness and the horrible carnage and 
destruction which would ensue from 
their employment on a large scale have 
acted, no doubt, as a serious determent 
from war, but the burden imposed by 
this process on the populations effected 
must, if prolonged, produce a feeling of 
unrest aud discontent, menacing to 
both internal and external tranquility. 
“ Her 
majesty’s 
government 
will 
gladly co-operate with the proposed ef­ 
fort to provide a remedy for the evil; 
aud if in any degree it succeeds, they 
feel that the sovereign to whose sug­ 
gestion it is due will have richly earned 
the gratitude of the world at large.” 
Lord Salisbury then promises that a 
delegate and representative will take 
part in the proposed conference wlieu- 
ever the invitation is received aud ex­ 
presses the hope that the invitation may 
be accompanied by some indication of 
tho special points to which the atten­ 
tion of the conference is to be directed, 
as a guide in the selection of the British 
representative and his assistants.

Camp Thomas, and had sup* nu tended 
the issue and inspection of refrigerator 
beef in Porto Rico. 
In Porto Rico ho said ho had in­ 
spected one vessel of refrigerator beef 
ut Arroyo, anil that the be a was “ the 
wonder aud adm iration” of all tile na­ 
tives and foreign residents, none of 
whom had ever seen such good beef. 
The native cattle in Porto Hico, he 
said, were infinitely inferior to the 
American refrigerator beef. 
He knew of no chemically preserved 
meat issued to the army aud he warmly 
commended ull the 
American * beef 
given our troops in Porte Rico. 
Colonel Sharp thought m e loss of the 
spoiled b e e f which has been in question 
fell to the contractors ana not to the 
government.

William P. Frye, wives of two mem­ 
bers of tho peace commission, who re­ 
turned to Washington recently, talked 
interestingly about their Paris vii-it. 
When Mrs. Frye shook bands with Mrs. 
McKinley at tho White House the other 
afternoon, she said, “ I feel like a new 
woman.” 
“ That is because you are in your own 
country, ” said the president's wife, who 
was greatly pleased over the joy shown 
by the ladies on their return to their 
own country. 
Mrs. Frye, whoso inter­ 
esting letters sent to ber homo paper 
have been so widely quoted and favor­ 
ably commented upon, was enthusiastic 
in lier joy at being again in America. 
“ W hat foreigners impressed you most 
favorably?” was asked. 
“ General Rios, who is possessed of a 
most kindly face aud delightful m an­ 
ners, is clear, astute aud logical and was 
the man of the Spanish party. The only 
time we met him socially was at the 
banquet given to the joint commission 
by General Horace Porter. 
General 
Rios took mo out to diuncr, but as I did 
not speak French and ho did not speak 
English our conversation was very lim ­ 
ited. 
After tho dinner Mr. Reid asked 
me if I was not sorry I did not speak 
French. 
‘No, I am sorry General Kins 
does not speak English. * Then I hastily 
added, ‘It is euough to sit by his sido.’ 
When this was told him, we beld a 
very animated conversation in bows.” 
When asked how tho Empress E u­ 
genio impressed her, Mrs. Fryo said: 
“ While we stopped at the same hotel, 
tho etiquette of Paris was of such a na­ 
ture that we did not feel at liberty to 
call. I caught an occasional glimpse of 
the ex-empress in the halls. ” “ Did you 
lint have a reception day?” “ No, no. 
With the exception of Mrs. Davis we 
did not. 
Our doors were always open, 
and we were glad to meet any who 
pleased to call. 
But we felt that, were 
we to have a day, we should have in­ 
numerable callers, which would make 
our visit altogether too sovero. 
There 
are all sorts aud conditions of people in 
Paris, dukes and duchesses by tho hun­ 
dreds, whom one would not consider it 
an honor to know, who only await a 
chance to rush in. 
We preferred to 
spend our time sightseeing. The gentle­ 
men of the party agreed before lauding 
to accept no invitations but official 
ones. 
Boon after our arrival, upon the 
occasion of President Fauro’s decoration 
with tho order of the Golden Fleoce by 
the Spanish commission, the entire 
party was invited to be present. 
We 
reached the Elysee very unfortunately 
too late to meet President Faure. 
A 
week or two later General Porter in­ 
formed the ladies that Mrs. 
Faure 
would be pleased to meet them the Sat­ 
urday of that week, which was the first 
reception day. 
General Porter accom­ 
panied us and gave the introduction to 
Mrs. Faure, who greeted na most cor­ 
dially, extending her hand in welcome, 
and while she did not speak English 
her eyes conveyed a gracious welcome.

This is 
the 
most precious of all 
Christ’s invitations but much of the 
richness of it is lost because it is taken 
apart from its surroundings. To proper­ 
ly understand it we must have a pic­ 
ture of the entire chapter before us. Up 
to this point, by the record of Matthew, 
Christ’s life has been fairly successful, 
but now the tide turns. 
The doubt of 
John, the unreasonableness of humani- 
?y, the unbelief of favored cities now 
thrust themselves upon Him, but still 
His heart Is touched by their great 
need, 
their vain and unsatisfactory 
snorts to save themselves, aud in spite 
of doubt, unreasonableness aud unbe­ 
lief, Ile invites them 
for rest. Notice: 
1. The Inviter. 
The one who gives 
this great invitation, containing such a 
precious promise, is Jesus Christ, tho 
Son of God. 
“ Come to Me,” He says, 
“ aud I will give you rest.” 
We want 
two characteristics in one who makes 
us a precious promise, (I) the ability to 
fulfill it and (2) tho willingness to ful­ 
fill it. 
Either without tho other makes 
the promise of uo value. Christ possesses 
both.

Mrs. Cushman K. Davis and Mr*. 
William P. Frye, wives of two mem­ 
bers of the peace commission, who re­ 
turned to Washington recently, talked 
interestingly about their Paris visit. 
When Mrs. Frye shook hands with Mrs. 
McKinley at the White House tho other 
afternoon, she said, “ I feel liko a new 
woman.” 
“ That is because you are in your own 
country, ” said the president's wife, who 
was greatly pleased over tho joy shown 
by the ladies on their return to their 
own country. 
Mrs. Frye, whose inter­ 
esting letters sent to ber homo paper 
have been so widely quoted and favor­ 
ably commented upon, was enthusiastic 
in her joy at being again iii America. 
“ W hat fo re ig n e rs impressed you ino.it 
favorably?” was asked. 
“ General Rios, who is possessed of a 
most kindly face and delightful m an­ 
ners, is clear, astute aud logical aud was 
tim man of tho Spanish party. Tho only 
time we met him socially wus at tho 
banqnet given to the joint commission 
i»y General 
Horace Porter. 
General 
Rios took mo out to dinner, but as I did 
not speak French and ho did not speak 
English onr conversation was very lim ­ 
ited. 
After tho dinner Mr. Reid asked 
mo if I was not sorry I did not speak 
French. 
'No, I am sorry General Rios 
does not speak English. * Then I hastily 
added, ‘It is enough to sit by his side.’ 
When this was told him, we held a 
very animated conversation in bows.” 
When asked how the Empress E u­ 
genie impressed her, Mrs. Frye said: 
“ While we stopped at tho same hotel, 
tho etiquette of Paris was of such a na­ 
ture that we did not feel at liberty to 
call. I caught an occasional glimpse of 
tho ex-empress in the halls. ” “ Did you 
not have u reception day?” 
“ No, no. 
With the exception of Mrs. Davis wo 
did not. 
Our doors were always open, 
md we were glad to meet any who 
pleased to call. But we felt that, were 
wo to have a day, we should have in­ 
numerable callers, which would make 
our visit altogether too severe. 
There 
are all sorts aud conditions of people in 
Paris, dukes and duchesses by the hun­ 
dreds, whom one would not consider it 
an honor to know, who only await a 
chance to rush in. 
We preferred to 
spend our time sightseeing. Tho gentle­ 
men of the party agreed before landing 
to accept no invitations but official 
ones. 
Soon after our arrival, upon the 
occasion of President Fauro’s decoration 
with tho order of the Ooldon Fleece by 
the Spanish commission, the entire 
party was invited to be present. 
We 
reached the Elysee very unfortunately 
too late to meet President Fa ore. 
A 
week or two later General Porter in­ 
formed the ladies that Mrs. 
Faure 
would be pleased to meet them the Hat- 
arday of that week, which was the first 
reception day. 
General Porter accom­ 
panied us aud gave the introduotiou to 
Mrs. Fuure, who greeted ne most cor­ 
dially, extending her band in welcome, 
aud while she did not apeak English 
ber eyes conveyed a gracious welcome. 
Ater the introduction we took a seat, 
aud Miss Faure, daughter of the presi­ 
dent, who speaks English, came to us 
and spoke to each one separately for a 
few minutes. When we left the palace, 
Miss Faure stood at the door through 
which we left tho room aud bade all the 
callers good morning—a pretty bit of 
courtesy. 
This was the only time that 
any of tho party met Mrs. F au re.” 
Mrs. Frye studied the conditions ex­ 
isting in the Latin quarter and makes 
the strongest possible appeal to Amen- | 
can mothers to keep their girls and boys 
at home unless they are accompanied by ! 
a guardian. Mr. Barnes, who bas charge j 
of the church in the Latin quarter and 
who is doing so much for American 
youth there, joins Mrs. Frye in this. 
“ Ob, you cannot fathom the w rong! 
Americans do their sons and daughters 
when they scud them to Paris alone, lf 
we must have a French education iu 
art, literature, 
music and language, • 
found a college in America and b u n g j 
tho teachers required here.” When ask- j 
ed if she had stuck to her determination 
to wear none hut American gowns, Mrs. 
Frye replied that she had, adding, 
“ When a woman feels sho is less well 
dressed than her associates, she feels ill 
at ease, but I am sure I felt most com­ 
fortable wherever I went. ” 
Mrs. Davis listened to the reading of 
the treaty at the W hite House aud was 
then driven to ber home, where she had 
been preceded by a reporter. When ask­ 
ed how the Spanish commissioners im­ 
pressed her, Mrs. Davis said: * As the 
most courteous gentlemen, particularly 
General Rios. 
Auother thing which 
greatly impressed me was the mutual 
respect of the American aud Spanish 
commissioners. 
The articles of the 
treaty were debated sharply and bitter­ 
ly, but the most delightful spirit of 
courtesy prevailed.” 
Referring to her call on the ex-Em- 
press Eugenie, Mrs. Davis said: “ The 
ex-empress is still a very beautiful wo­ 


man, of most graceful and mgmnca 
manners, 
fche speaks English fluently 
and expressed great admiration for the 
American people. Her taste in dress has 
not deserted her, neither has lier grief 
over the loss of husband aud son, pic­ 
tures of whom, having before each ex­ 
quisite cut glass vases filled with vio­ 
lets, were near her couch. 
W hat other 
ladies did I meet? A great many, as I 
kept Thursdays. 
I breakfasted with 
Princess Eulalie at the Convent of the 
Sacred Heart. I was then invited to call 
upon her, which I did at berown house, 
which is very unpretentious, in Paris. 
Her two little sons, who are blonds like 
their mother, speak English beautifully. 
Tho only other .Spanish lady I met was 
tho wife of the Spanish « rn bas sa dor to 
France, Alme. Castillo. Wo called upon 
her, aud she returned tho call the next 
day, Hun lay. Tho French people treated 
us delightfully, but—well, America is 
the plane for an American to live.” 
When asked if her patriotism forbode 
a purchase) of gowns, Mrs. Davis said 
that she was compelled to buy her gowns 
for tho winter, as she would not have 
time to prepare for the season’s social 
duties after reaching 
homo. 
“ Tho 
French g irl,” said Mrs. Davis, “ is a 
piquant creature, who makes you feel 
that she never sleeps and lives aimless­ 
ly .”

fur ri st. Notice: 
1. The Inviter. 
Tho one who gives 
this great invitation, containing such a 
precious promise, is Jesus Christ, tho 
Son of God. 
“ Come to Mo,” Ho says, 
“ aud I will give you rest.” 
We want 
two characteristics in one who makes 
u s a precious promise, (I) the ability to 
fulfill it and (2) tho willingness to ful­ 
fill it.

Both eyes wore to ta lly 
blind, and these operations were d e te r­ 
mined upon as a last resort by Dr. Koh­ 
ler. 
It was decided to make tho first 
trial upon the eye th a t bud been blind 
for 15 years. 
A num ber of physician* 
and surgeons were invited towitiH"9t 
both operations. 
Many of them at first 
professed to be skeptical us to tile villus 
of tho operation, but adm itted after thi> 
first, trial that, they were convinced th a t 
it was a signal success. 
The patient was carefully prep are^ 
for the operation, and then, with u spe­ 
cially constructed instrum ent tl/o front* 
part of the diseased eye was removed. 
Then a corresponding piece of tho rab­ 
b it’s eye was removed, placed into th a 
position formerly occupied by tho e x ­ 
cised portion, til" lid carefully pi.lh ct 
down and tho eye bound so that ii it i\ 
ray of light could cub r. 
About a w eek 
afterw ard an exam ination was modo ot* 
the eye. 
It presented a natural appear­ 
ance, and it was found that a completer 
and thorough union had been effected 
between the original and ingrafted por­ 
tions of the eve. 
Tho second eye was then prepared for 
the operation.

How well he succeeded was shown 
recently, when the 7,500 spindles beg an 
to turn. 
Tho mill was g iven Coleman’s name 
in well deserved compliment for the se­ 
emed subscriptions ag g reg ating |50,- 
000. 
White people of North Carolina 
are much interested in the experiment. 
A mill in South Caroliua employing 
neg ro labor failed, bat the Coleman 
concern is org anized on a different basis. 
The Coleman mill is the two hundred 
and thirty-fifth cotton mill in operation 
in North Carolina. It will employ 100 
persons, half of whom are adults. The 
stock is widely scattered. The machinery 
is all new and of the best make, while 
the building is of brick and well con­ 
structed.

There is likely to be a revolution of 
the entire syHtnu of building modfrn 
g reat g uns for the army and navy as tho 
result of sncccessful te.sts of on 
8 inch 
cast steel rifle at the Handy Honk prov­ 
ing g oundfi the other day. The rifle wa.s 
desig ned by Dr. Gatling and built at 
the Gtis works in Cloveland. 
Its re­ 
markable exhibition of power amazed 
those who saw the test made, among 
whom were General Nelson A. Milos 
and rnembiT.s of the board of ordnance 
and fortifications. 
Althoug h the new rifle was cast in 
an ordinary g un mold, and, it is stated, 
similar ones can be turned out in 60 
days, while by present 
methods six 
months to a year is req uired to build a 
g un, it withstood snccessfnlly a powder 
pressure far above req uirements. Hix 
shots were bred from Dr 
Gatling 's 
g un 
Tho powder charg e was increased 
from 182 to 1.15 and then to 142 pounds, 
which is a full service charg e. No sig n 
of strain was shown, althoug h tho pres­ 
sure reached 87,000 pounds to the sq uare 
inch. 
General Miles, in speaking of the 
g un, said: 
"If the sncceeding tests of the new 
cast steel g un are as satisfactory as 
those just made, the cost of our larg e 
g uns will be reduced one-half. Unr oth­ 
er trials were with the Howell disap­ 
pearing g un carriag e, which proved it­ 
self a success in every particular, and 
of the Hims-Dudley 
6 inch dynamite 
g un. This g un differs from those on the 
Vesuvius, in which compressed air is 
used. 
In the Sims-Dndley g un powder 
charg es expel the projectile, which is 
loaded with nitrog elatin and g un cot­ 
ton. The g un was a revelation to ns in 
its power and practical absence of re­ 
coil. The projectiles were thrown three 
miles and did g reat damag e at the ob­ 
jective point." 
The only secret in connection with 
the making of the new g un is in the 
alloy used in tho steel. After being cast 
in an ordinary mold and bored the piece 
was subjected on its outer surface to a 
tremendous beat pressure, approaching 
2,000 deg rees F., while cold air was be 
ing forced throug h the bore. At the end 
of two hours of this treatment a slig ht 
discoloration of the metal was observed 
along the bore, and six hours later tho 
same discoloration was noticed on the 
exterior surface. The cooling bad pene­ 
trated from the bore outward. 
During 
the process of casting a radial twist 
was g iven to the mold. 
Dr. Gatling propo.« es to produce g uns 
for $500 which will do (be same work 
as the built up g uns, caliber for caliber 
If adopted, the new system will do 
away with the forg ed g un system and 
also the more costly wire wound sys­ 
tem. 
Major Frank Heath of the ord­ 
nance department supervised the test 
the other day. Following the test of tho 
8 inch cast steel rifle several rounds 
were fired from a Hims-Dudley dyna­ 
mite g un. and a disappearing g nu car­ 
riag e was tested. 
All were very satis­ 
factory to General Miles and tho mem­ 
bers of the board of ordnance and forti­ 
fications.—New York Herald.

and fortifications. 
Although the new rifle was cast in 
an ordinary gun mold, and, it is stated, 
similar ones can be turned out in 60 
days, while by present 
methods six 
months to a year is required to build a 
gun, it withstood successfully a powder 
pressure far above requirements. 
Six 
shots were tired from Dr 
G atling’s 
gun 
Tho powder charge was increased 
from 132 to 135 and then to 142 pounds, 
which is a full service cbargo. No sign 
of strain was shown, although tho pres­ 
sure reached 37,000 pounds to the square 
inch. 
General Miles, in speaking of the 
gun, said: 
" If the succeeding tests of the new 
cast steel gun are as satisfactory as 
those just made, the cost of our large 
guns will be reduced cne hnlf. U n te th ­ 
er trials were w ith the Howell disap­ 
pearing gun carriage, which proved it­ 
self a success in every particular, and 
of the Sims-Dudley 6 inch dynamite 
gnu. This gnu differs from those on the 
Vesuvius, in which compressed air is 
used. 
In the Sims-Dudley gun powder 
charges expel the projectile, which is 
loaded w ith nitrogelatin and gnn cot­ 
ton. The gun was a revelation to os in 
its power and practical absence of re­ 
coil. The projectiles were thrown three 
miles and did great damage at the ob­ 
jective point. ” 
The only secret in connection with 
the m aking of the new gun is in the 
alloy used in tho steel. After being cast 
in an ordinary mold and bored the piece 
was subjected on its onler surface to a 
tremendous heat pressure, approaching 
2,000 degrees F., while cold air was bo 
ing forced through the bore. At the end 
of two hours of this treatm ent a slight 
discoloration of the metal was observed 
along the bore, and six hours later the 
same discoloration was noticed on the 
exterior surface. The cooling had pene­ 
trated from the bore outward. 
During 
the process of casting a radial tw ist 
was given to the mold. 
Dr. G atling proposes to produce guns 
for $500 which will do the same work 
as the built up guns, caliber for caliber 
If adopted, the new system will do 
away w ith the forged gnn system and 
also the more costly wire wound sys­ 
tem. 
Major Frank Heath of the ord­ 
nance department supervised the test 
the other day. Following the test of the 
8 inch cast steel rifle several rounds 
were fired from a Sims-Dudley dyna­ 
m ite gnu, and a disappearing gnn car­ 
riage was tested. 
All were very satis­ 
factory to General Miles aud tho mem­ 
bers of the board of ordnance aud forti 
fictitious.—New York Herald.

The Chinese consul general at San 
Francisco, Mr. Ho, consented for tile 
first tim e the other day to make a state­ 
m ent regarding the reported assumption 
of power by the empress dowager on 
Sept. 19. 
Ho said ho had received no 
notification of any change whatever in 
tho government of the empire, aud he 
considers tho absence of such advice to 
be conclusive evidence th a t the emperor 
is still sovereign and th a t the tales 
afloat representing him as powerless are 
w ithout any basis. 
“ It is not to be supposed,” ho said, 
“ th at one ruler could succeed another 
in control of the affairs of a great n a ­ 
tion w ithout formal notification being 
sent forth to all th at n a tio n ’s diplom at­ 
ic officers. 
This has not been done in a 
single instance. ” 
Tile consul general 
discredits entirely the stories represent­ 
ing the empress dowager as head of the 
government.

her influence and power.

‘‘It is not to be supposed,’’ he said, 
“ that one ruler could succeed another 
in control of the affairs of a great na 
tion w ithout formal notification being 
sent forth to all that nation’s diplom at­ 
ic officers. 
This has not been done in a 
single instance.” 
The consul general 
discredits entirely the stories represent­ 
ing tho empress dowager as head of the 
government. 
He says tho empress d ow ­ 
ager has alw ays co-operated w ith the 
emperor in a progressive spirit. 
Tho 
statem ents that she is nu enem y of prog­ 
ress are absurd, Consul General Ho says, 
and in proof of his assertion he in ­ 
stances tho sending of hundreds of C hi­ 
nese young men to foreign lands to be 
educated when she w as ut the height of 
her influence and power. 
“ When tho truth is knoyjn, ” contin 
nod Mr. 
Ho, “ it w ill be found that 
grave offenses were comm itted by the 
officials removed from office or banish­ 
ed. 
It may be that their gravest mis 
takes consisted iii injudiciousness which 
was threatening serious results. 
It is 
understood that Kung Yu Wei urged 
the abolition of tho cue. 
This is very 
sacred, for tho cue is in a manner a 
symbol of Chinese religion. 
In the his 
tory of tho world we see that the inter­ 
ference iii any w ay w ith religious forms 
and customs is attended w ith grave re­ 
sults. 
I do not mean to say that the 
question of 
abolishing 
the 
cue has 
been made a national issue. 
That w as 
probably only tho clim ax w hich brought 
about decisive action

China, and especially educational work 
In support of this w e have just received 
orders looking to the educational ad­ 
vancement of Chinese boys in San Frau 
cisco.

Salisbury to the proposal of Emperor 
Nicholas for a disarmament conference 
of the powers, which was publi>hed, 
promised the cordial co-operation of the 
British government and asked for an 
indication of the heads of the discus­ 
sion at the conference. 
He went on to say: 
“ This sympathy 
is not confined to the government, but 
is equally shared by popular opinion, 
which has been strikingly manifested 
by the numerous resolutions adopted by 
public meetings and societies. 
There 
are, indeed, few nations, if any, which, 
both on grounds of feeling and interest, 
are more concerned in the maintenance 
et general peace tnan Great Britain. 
The statements which constitute tho 
grounds of tile emperor's proposal are 
but too well justified. 
“It is unfortunately true that, while 
a desire for the maintenance of peace is 
generally professed and while in fact 
serious and successful efforts on more 
than one recent occasion have been 
made with that object ny the great 
powers, there has been a constant 
tendency on the part of almost every 
nation to increase its armed force and 
add to the already vast expenditure on 
the appliances of war. 
“ The perfection of the instruments 
thus brought into use, their extreme 
costliness and the horrible caruage and 
destruction which would ensue from 
their employment on a large scale have 
acted, no doubt, as a serious determent 
from war, but the burden imposed by 
this process on the populations effected 
must, if prolonged, produce a feeling of 
unrest aud discontent, menacing to 
both internal aud external tranquility. 
“ Her 
majesty’s 
government 
will 
gladly co-operate with the proposed ef­ 
fort to provide a remedy for the evil; 
aud if in any dogree it succeeds, they 
feel that the sovereign to whose sug­ 
gestion it is due will have richly earned 
the gratitude of the world at large.” 
Lord Salisbury then promises that a 
delegate and representative will take 
part in the proposed conference wiieu- 
ever the invitation is received aud ex­ 
presses the hope that the invitation may 
be accompanied by some indication of 
the special {joints to which the atten­ 
tion of the conference is to be directed, 
as a guide in the selection of the British 
repress ntative aud his assistants.

A writer in The Scotsman has un 
earthed an amusing anecdote of Thomas 
Carlyle as a country “ dominie, ” for 
the accuracy of which he vouches. 
It 
was told in 1853 by a Cupar Fife law ­ 
yer and provost who bad been one of 
Carlyle’s pupils at Kirkcaldy, to tho 
writer and Hugh Miller. 
The interest 
of this gentleman’s reminiscences of 
bis schoolmaster was heightened by his 
utter unconsciousness that bis old do­ 
minie was tbe Thomas Carlyle who was 
then beginning to lie known to fame. 
The old gentleman described the older 
race of Scottish schoolmasters as always 
during school hours wearing their hats 
—at least keeping their heads covered— 
and many of the boys, viewing tho pe­ 
culiar angle at which the hat stood up­ 
on the head and how near it came to the 
eyebrows, could conjecture if the sav­ 
age mood were to be that day predomi­ 
nant. 
“ But my teacher,” said the provost, 
“ a strict aud gloomy disciplinarian 
With the name of Carlyle, never wore 
his bat in tbe school, aud indeed his 
brow was so overhung with dark threat­ 
ening that no extra expression to alarm 
us was needed from his lum hat! Ho 
did not thrash us either very often or 
very severely, but we had a fear that, 
if provoked, he would go great lengths 
in punishment. 
I have seen his mere 
scowl hush at once the whole school.” 
Hugh Miller here interposed by ask­ 
ing, “ Did your teacher ever burst into 
a strange laugh in school?” 
“ That is a very odd question,” re­ 
turned the provost. 
“ Why do you ask? 
But now that I remember, he had at 
times a verv extraordinary laugh that 
made us all stare. 
It had a traiu of 
queer chuckling which exploded in a 
succession of loud and deep guffaws that 
shook his whole body aud displayed all 
his teeth like the keys of a piano. 
He 
then clapped his hands on tbe book he 
beld against his knees. 
Yet none of us 
never knew at what he was laughing. 
He bad a grim smile in reproving pupils 
and a bubit of tapping their heuds with 
his knuckles as he told them that the 
heads would never be worth the price 
of hats or tbe charge of a barber, though 
mammas and aunts had that morning 
combed, kissed nnd blessed them, as if 
they were teeming with the sublimest 
iii vt ntions mid designs!” 
The provost saw that Hugh Miller 
and some other guests were listening 
eagerly, and he proceeded: 
“ One morning, a few minutes before 
the school hour, when most of the pu­ 
pils bad arrived, and, as rain was fall­ 
ing, they bad gone into tho school, a 
donkey, which had broken loose, from 
its tether on a grassy spot m ar, was en 
tering tbe playground. Bill Hood aud I 
were so tar on our way, and Bill, who 
was a stout and frolicsome lad— the 
ringleader in many sports aud tricks— 
rushed to mount the animal aud began 
to guide aud force it into the school.

B l i n d C ir l N o w S e e * W ill* E y e * T r o n a * 
p l a n t e d F r o m n L i v i n g B u n n y , 
Great interest is taken in two operas 
tions recently performed by Dr. C. EC, 
Kohler of Minneapolis on the blind eye* 
of a patient. 
Each operation consists# 
of transplanting a portion of a living 
rabbit’s eye into the human organ to. 
restore sight. 
The patient was a y o u n g woman 
about 80 years old, whose home is in 
North Dakota. She had been blind in 
one eye for 15 years ami in the litho* 
for (> years. 
Both eyes were totally 
blind, and these operations wero deter­ 
mined upon as a last resort by Dr. Koh­ 
ler. 
It was decided to make the first 
trial upon the eye that bad been blind 
for 15 years. 
A number of physician* 
and surgeons were invited to w lin e * 
both operations. 
Many of them at fir-’fc 
professed to be skeptical as to the Villus 
of the operation, but admitted after Ul* 
first trial that they were convinced that 
it was a signal success. 
The patient was carefully prepared 
for the operation, and then, with a spe­ 
cially constructed instrument the froufc 
part of the diseased eye was removed* 
Then a corresponding piece of the rab­ 
bit’s eye was removed, placed into tim 
position formerly occupied by the ex­ 
cised portion, tho lid carefully pulled 
down and the eye hound so that not n 
ray of light could enti r. About a wool* 
afterward an examination was made ofl 
the eye. 
It presented a natural appear­ 
ance, and it was found that a complots 
and thorough union had been effected 
between the original and ingrafted por­ 
tions of the eye. 
Tho Boodhd eyo was then prepared for 
the operation. 
An examination slowed 
that a larger portion of this organ had 
to be removed than from the first eye, 
us the discase was deeper. 
Every parti­ 
cle of the diseased organ was removed, 
and a similar portion taken from the 
healthy eye of tho animal.

E x p erim en t In N orth C a ro lin a B e in g 
W a tch ed W ith threat In tercu t. 
At noon the other day at Concord, 
C., tho machinery of the only cot 
mill in tho world owned and operatic 
by negroes was started. 
Two years hj. o 
Warren O. Coleman, a well to do color­ 
ed citizen of Concord, began to canvaaa 
the state in the interest of such a fac­ 
tory. How well he succeeded was shown 
recently, when the 7,600 spindles began 
to turn. 
The m ill was given Coleman’s name 
in well deserved compliment for the se­ 
cured subscriptions aggregating $50,- 
OOO. 
White people of North Carolina 
are much interested in the experiment. 
A mill in South Carolina employing 
negro labor failed, but the Coleman 
concern is organized on a different basis. 
The Coleman mill is the two hundred 
and thirty-fifth cotton mill in operation 
in North Carolina. It w ill employ IOO 
persona, half of whom are adults. 
The 
stock is widely scattered. The machinery 
is Mil new and of the best make, while 
the building is of brick and well con- 
fe'trucb'd 
Many white people wore anx­ 
ious to take stock.-—Special Philadel­ 
phia Press.

There is likely to he a revolution of 
the entire ay fit em of building modern 
great guns for the army aud navy as tho 
result of succcessful tests of on 8 inch 
cast steel rifle at the Sandy H o o k prov­ 
ing gonndfi the other day. The rifle was 
designed by Dr. Catling and built at 
the Otis works in Cleveland. 
Its re­ 
markable exhibition of power amazed 
those who saw the test made, among 
whom were General Nelson A. Miles 
aud members of the board of ordnance 
aud fortiflrations. 
Although the new rifle was cast in 
an ordinary gun mold, and, it is stated, 
similar ones can be turned out in 60 
days, while by present 
methods six 
months to a year is required to build a 
gun, it withstood successfully a powder 
pressure far above requirements, 
fcix 
shots were fired from Dr 
G atling’s 
gun 
Tho powder charge was increased 
from 132 to 135 and then to 142 pounds, 
which is a full service charge. No sign 
of strain was shown, although tho pres­ 
sure reached 87,000 pounds to the square 
inch. 
General Miles, in speaking of the 
gun, said:

gun are as satisfactory as 
made, the cost of our large 
guns will he reduced one-half. Our oth­ 
er trials were with the Howell disap­ 
pearing gnu carriage, which proved it­ 
self a success in every particular, aud 
of the Sims-Dudley 6 inch dynamite 
gun. This gun differs from those on the 
Vesuvius, in which compressed air is 
used. 
In the Sims-Dudley gun powder 
charges expel the projectile, which is 
loaded with nitrogelatin and gnu cot­ 
ton. 
The gun was a revelation to us in 
its power and practical absence of re­ 
coil. The projectiles were thrown three 
miles and did great damage at the ob­ 
jective point. ” 
The only secret in connection with 
the making of the new gun is in the 
alloy used in tho steel. After being cast 
in an ordinary mold and bored the piece 
was subjected on its outer surface to a 
tremendous beat pressure, approaching 
2,000 degrees F., while cold air was be­ 
ing forced through the bore. At the end 
of two hours of this treatment a slight 
discoloration of the metal was observed 
along the bore, and six hours later the 
same discoloration was noticed oil the 
exterior surface. The cooling had pene­ 
trated from the bore outward. 
During 
the process of casting a radial twist 
was given to the mold. 
Dr. Gatling proposes to produce guns 
for $600 which will do the same work 
as the built up guns, caliber for caliber 
If adopted, 
the new system will do 
awuy with the forged gun system and 
also the more costly wire wound sys­ 
tem. 
Major Frank Heath of the ord­ 
nance department supervised the test 
the other day. Following the test of the 
8 inch cast steel rifle several rounds 
were tired from a Sims-Dudley dyna­ 
mite gun, and a disappearing gun car­ 
riage was tested. 
All were very satis­ 
factory to General Miles aud tho mem­ 
bers of the board of ordnance aud forti­ 
fications.—New York Herald.

Just now it affords a lot of fun to the 
man who enjoys springing surprises on 
his friends. 
Ile asks a score or more to 
dino with him at tho Waldorf, may­ 
hap, and when they come he bundles 
them, one and all, into a rickety stage­ 
coach and whisks them aw ay to the 
dungeon. 
Arrived 
at Twenty-fourth 
street, on the sunset side of Fifth ave­ 
nue, they aro led through a long, dingy 
passageway toward a flickering light, 
which is seen on coming nearer to lie 
set back iii a recess, half hidden by 
cobwebs. The air is musty. 
The dull, 
half deadened echo of footfalls makes 
the flesh creep. 
The men wonder w ha t is to come 
next, aud their feminine companions 
are nearly frightened out of their wits. 
Then the host fetches forth a monstrous 
key and coolly fits it into a padlock the 
like of which was n e ’er seen beforo, 
when d ang, the great iron door swings 
back, aud ho solemnly bows his guests 
in.

At the 
farthest end great iron bars loom dimly, 
and in the red light from beyond are 
glimpses of dusky figures in convict 
stripes walking to and fro. Low, weird 
music, as of muffled voices, sepulchral 
iii their dirgelike ckaut, seems to come 
from underground.

In one breath the

bars make me shudder!” 
“ We cau’t have dinner in such a 
place,” says another. 
“ Why, there are 
no tables and chairs!” 
“ What is that wire thing over there 
in the corner?” a third wants to know. 
Some man explains that it is a rat- 
trap, and everybody shrieks accordingly 
—and from that moment bedlam reigns. 
Opera wraps and 
topcoats 
are got 
rid of, aud every one enters into the 
spirit of the occasion. 
I t ’s a jolly lark, 
aud they like it immensely. 
B utcher’s 
aprons ure passed around, and there is 
a lot of fun iii helping one another get 
into them. Then the bi cfsteakscome on, 
aud the colored attendants in convict 
garb whisk to and fro. First they bring 
in a tray of cocktails of the old fashion* 
I ed kind. The beefsteaks aro then served 
I on thin, square pieces of bread, and are 
taken directly in tho flu pi r-s for thoro 
aro neither plates nor forks to bo had. 
“ This is shocking, ” the feminine 
novices in bob eolian ism declare, “ but 
it is also delicious I" And they aro serv­ 
ed again and again. The guests are seat* 
ed on benches built into tho wall. 
A 
rickety wooden box stands in front of 
each, and (Hi it are a stone mug and u 
clay dish filled with salt.

is late, quite late, when the rickety stage* 
coach finally rolls away and the great 
iron door clangs on the deserted D un­ 
geon, und New York society folk feel 
issured that they have been thoroughly 
Bohemian and have had no end of a

JUST A MATTER OF CUES. 


C o fin a l G e n e r a l H o T h i n k * t h e C h i - 
n e a e E m p e r o r In S t i l l I ii P o w e r . 
Tho Chinese consul general at San 
Francisco, Mr. Ho, consented for the 
first time the other day to make a state­ 
ment regarding the reported assumption 
of power by the empress dowager on 
Sept. 19. 
Ho said bo had received no 
notification of any change whatever iii 
the government of the empire, aud he 
considers the absence of such advice to 
be conclusive evidence that tho emperor 
is still sovereign and that the tales 
afloat representing him as powerless are 
without any basis. 
“ It is not to be supposed.” he said, 
“ that one ruler could succeed another 
iii control of the affairs of a great na 
tion w ithout formal notification being 
sent forth to all that n a tio n ’s diplomat­ 
ic officers. 
This has not been done in a 
single instance.” 
The consul general 
discredits entirely the stories represent­ 
ing tho empress dowager as bead of the 
government. 
He says the empress dow ­ 
ager has always co-operated w ith the 
emperor iii a progressive spirit. 
The 
statements that she is an enemy of prog­ 
ress are absurd, Consul General Ho says, 
and in proof of his assertion he i n ­ 
stances the sending of hundreds of C h i­ 
nese young men to foreign lands to bo 
educated when she was ut the height of 
her influence und power. 
“ When the truth is k n o w n ,” contin 
ucd Mr. 
Ho, “ it will be found t hat 
grave offenses were committed by the 
officials removed from office or banish­ 
ed. 
It niay be that their gravest mis­ 
takes consisted in injudiciousness w inch 
was threatening serious results. 
It is 
understood that Kung Yu Wei urged 
the abolition of tho cue. 
This is very 
sacred, for tho cuo is in a manner a 
symbol of Chinese religion. In the his 
tory of tim world we see that the inter­ 
ference in any way with religious forms 
aud customs is attended with grave re­ 
sults. 
I do not mean to say that the 
question of 
abolishing 
the 
cue has 
been made a national issue. 
T h at was 
probably only tho climax which brought 
about decisive action 
Any one who 
will investigate will find that all the 
really substantial reform movements are 
going forward tho same as before in 
China, and especially educational work. 
In support of this we have just received 
ordeis looking to the educational a d ­ 
vancement of Chinese boys in Ban Frau 
cisco. 
The home government wishes to 
establish in San Francisco an education­ 
al system for Chinese, to include both 
elementary and university training anc! 
able to accommodate all fitted to take 
advantage of it 
Iii tho advanced grades 
the idea is to amalgamate the most 
thorough training iii the business metb 
ods and the languages of both countries 
with thorough traiuing in special pro 
tensions. 
The home government prom 
ises generous financial backing. ” —N ew 
York Bun.
